What the old timers will remember - 
as one of the first old-time oil wells 

to go into production, the ‘Wain-Conn, 

“Gnalta” No. 1, suffered extensive 

fire damage last Thursday, 

The Wain-Conn Syndicate started | 
drilling the well in the late part of 
1929 and the well was finished in 
1930 and has been producing oil ever 
since that time. 

The well is located one mile east 
and six niiles north of Wainwright on 
the old Vermilion road and has been 
seen by many motorists who have 
happened to pass by. 

From information to hand, it seems 
that the Gold Standard Oils Company 
has been buying the oil from this well 
Tor some time and ag their contarct 
reads, they are to do the. pumping. 

Mr. H, Gullekson, an employee of 
the Oil Company, was the man in 
charge of pumping operations on 
Thursday afternoon on. his — 
shift of pumping. 

On the Sunday previous there had 
been'a new pumping engine installed 
which was not altogether completed 
ds the natural gas burning equipment 
had not been attached. 

Mr, Gullekeon was in the process 
of installing this attachment, after 
the regular Thursday pumping, when 
the first thing he noticed, the engine 
room was afire, This being caused by 
either static electricity or some other 
spark igniting the natural gas that 
is always eo prevalent around oil 
workings of such like. 

As Harlen was alone at the time he 
did his best to combat the flames, 
but before very long the flame was 
out of control. 

Mr, J, Nicholson; residing near the 
well, came to the rescue and offered 
hig assistance, but to no avail. Mrs. 
Nicholson immediately phoned the 
main plant of the Gold Standard Oils 
in town where Mr. Bob Mulvey de- 
tailed a crew of men to go to the 
scene of the fire with et 


‘They 
by slough and played the stream “ye 
the fire. hoping to save the derrick. 
Only for the cross wind blowing at 
the time this could not have been 
accomplished. : 

In all the equipment that was des- 
troyed consisted of: the new pump . 
engine, pump house, drive belt, belt 
hall and bull wheel, The one corner 
of the derrick was scorched but with 
a little extra bracing on that one 
corner the derrick will be in as good 
a shape as possible, 

The loss was covered by insurance, 
but Mr. Mulvey points out that 
equipment of this nature is very hard 
to obtain and that ft might tie-up 
production of the well for a matter 
of one or two months. 

On Monday morning Mr, W. 
Scutchin, formerly of Wainwright, 
now of Lloydminster, arrived to give 
an estimate of the cost of putting 
the well back into pumping shape.

A suitable location would have to be found for this, but that 
should not be too great a task. We have quite a selection of 
schools and buildings in town and surely one room could be set 
aside for the smaller children this fall. 

There is no denying the fact that the child that has one or 
twa ki experience, will make better and quick- 

er advances when he or she really starts school in earnest. The 
fact of playing, working and sharing together will go 
way to making it easier to accustom them to life that they may 
ope for the next ten or twelve years. 

is way their first year in grade one then could be spent on 
school subjects instead of dividing the time spent on school 
and what t “4 would learn in one or two years kindergarten. 

We think that this idea would meet with the approval of 
most parents of young children, Even if the charge.per pupil 
were $3.00 or $4. ap month this would not be out of the way 
compared to benefits to be attained. 

Maybe the Home and School Association or the Adult Edu- 
cation group could take this matter up and they might be in a 
position to achieve better results than if any other approach 
were made to thé subject. i 

The finding of instructors would not be difficult as there are 
many people in town that have wide and varied experience in 
the teaching field. Of comrse it does require a little more exper- 
ience than the ordinary teacher would have attained by teach- 
ing older children, but surely there are people in town or dis- 
trict that are fairly well conversant with the rudiments of 
child psycholégy and child training. 

This appears to be a worth while subject that should be thor- 
oughly iseussed. It is definitely one that in the future is to 
hold its place in our educational standards, so why not start 
now to attain that end. Would you be willing to give your sup-

CANNING SUGAR 
DUE IN MAY 


First half of the 10 pound allotment 
of sugar for canning is due in May 
according to the ration administra- 
tion of the Prices Board. Sugar-pre- 
serves coupon 8-8 to §-12 inclusive 
will be valid on May 2 for the pur- 
chase of five pounds of sugar for 
canning. On July 4 sugar-preserves 
coupons 8-17 to S-21 inclusive will be 


declared valid for the purchase of the 


last five pounds of sugar for home 
preserving purposes, 

Sugar-preserves coupons for can- 
ning purposes will be valid in addi- 
tion to two regular § coupons valid 
monthly during May, June and July, 
the Prices Board states, 


MEN PROMISED MORE SHIRTS 


Further’ steps tightening up direct- 
ives to manufacturers of men’s and 
boy’s shirts have been taken by the 
Prices Board to help alleViate the 
shortage of these garments, ‘the 
Board announces, 

Increased supplies of fabrics are 
being made available to shirt manu- 
facturers out of quotas received from 
the United States, Directives to man- 
ufacturers prohibit them from using 
shirting material for any . garment 
other than men’s shirts. The Board 
has also directed that manufacturers 
may not hold more than one month's 
production of shirts in inventory; Al- 
though these measures are expected 
to alleviate the situation, the Board 
warns that it will take several weeks 
before results are apparent in the 
retail stores.
